At a village on the lower T.ena Mr.
Stadllng met Yakut Androssoff, whe,
in 15881, saved the lives of two members
of the Jeanotte expedition—Noros and
Nindemann, sent in advance hy De
Long to obtnin relief—and wha earries
on his chest the medal bestawed on
him by the United States Governs
ment.  Mr. Stadling alwost came tp
grief in the samo vegion, He started
ol in a small boat throvgh the Lena
Delta westward., Storms delayed the
rarly and nearly wrecked the hoat,
and  finally  they found themselves
frazen 1n on an uninhabitated island,
which native help suceored them, The
frozen ocean must be orossed  with
